INTRODUCTION

The employment of a system of Units for recordi -ca 
ds establishing patterns of 


present work is an attempt to go some little way towar i 
Pronunciation in the Anglo-Welsh dialects, as distinct from “raw” phonetic detail 
transcribed without modification from the field-recording books. In Part Three that 
deals with Morphology and Syntax, and Part Four, the Glossary, it has seemed useful 
to present the material almost entirely in terms of these Units, hardly ever employing 
phonetic transcription at all. Part Two, dealing with Pronunciation, has obviously 
entailed the recording of both Units and the phones by which they are realised. What 
is under discussion in this Appendix is the degree of broadening of the phonetic script 
itself, and the reasons for the policies | have adopted. 


There is good reason why a trained fieldworker should, at the initial stage of 
transcribing the gathered material, attempt to present it in as narrow a phonetic 
transcription as is practically possible, this being the first, "chronicling", stage of the 
work. The final account of the dialect(s) investigated may of course present all the 
recorded phonetic detail without editing of any kind, and indeed this may be the most 
useful form in which to publish an account of a dialect area that the writer has no 
concern to relate to other, surrounding, dialect areas. But when one is trying to give 
a picture of, in the case of the present work, ninety local accents spread over a whole 
country, even with the comparatively small corpus of 144 words selected to provide 
the evidence, it seems useful to consider whatever means are available for clarifying 
that picture, avoiding on the one hand a proliferation of recorded detail that 
experience suggests is often merely fortuitous or incidental, and on the other hand a 
simplification so gross as to exclude mention of distinctions that experience suggests 
are of some considerable linguistic or cultural significance. Broadening of the 
transcription seemed essential, and a brief indication of the kinds of broadening that 
have been employed is given in §2.3 above. What follows is intended to add further 
detail to §2.3, so that the reader, even if unable to agree with all my judgments, may 
at least know what these judgments are and what they have led me to do. 


A. THE VOWELS 


Al. Merging of basic phonetic symbols. In the following instances, pairs of 
basic symbols that are so modified by diacritics as to be closely similar in import have 
been merged under one or the other basic symbol in an unmodified form. 


(a) [@:] and [ce:]. Examples of long Cardinal Vowel 10 are infrequent in the 
field recordings, and the examples that do occur are generally lowered and sometimes 
centralised also. Examples of long Cardinal Vowel 11, however, are relatively 
numerous, and are commonly raised and sometimes centralised. In the present work. 
all instances of long Cardinal Vowels 10 and 11 are subsumed under the symbol

[au] will appear in the present work as [ai] or [au]. In all other cases, the distinctions 
between [1] and [i] and between [u] and [u] have been strictly maintained in the 
present work. 


A2. Superscript elements. All "full" vowel symbols in the fieldworkers' 
transcriptions of diphthongs are faithfully reproduced in the present work, but this is 
not true of vowels that are written superscript. The policy adopted in broadening the 
phonetic transcriptions of vowels preceded or followed by superscript elements in the 
fieldworkers' transcriptions varies according to the situation of the locality for which
